STATED SESSION. 

The Commissioners of Common Schools of the several 
Wards constituting the Board of Education of the City of 
New York, convened, pursuant to the second section of the 
Act relative to Common Schools, for the purpose of organi- 
zing for the ensuing year. 

The Board was called to order by the Clerk, pursuant to 
the first Rule of Order. 

On motion of Commissioner Miller, of the Seventeenth 
Ward- 
Commissioner TuTHiLL, of the Fifth Ward, was appointed 
President pro tern. 

The Clerk of the Board then read the certificate of the 
Clerk of the Common Council, that the following named 
gentlemen had been elected Commissioners of Common 
Schools, at the Charter election held on the first day of De- 
cember, 1863, to wit :

Commissioner McLean : I am happy to congratulate yo\i, 
sir, that the Board of Education have elected you President 
for the ensuing year, and from my past experience with you 
I have reason to believe that the Board will never regret 
their choice. 

The President elect, on taking the Chair, addressed tho 
Board as follows : 
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ADDBE8S OF THE PBESn>£KT. 

Gestlemex : It is with deep sincerity that I acknowledge 
the lonor you have conferred upon me, in electing me to the 
office of President I shall endeavor to discharge the varied 
and responsihle daties of the office to the best of my ability, 
relying, however, greatly on yonr assistance and indulgence. 

It is the custom, and no doubt the duty of the President 
elect, on taking the Chair, to present such facts and sugges- 
tions as he thinks best calculated to promote the interests of 
education, and to ihrow safeguards around an economical ex- 
penditure of the school moneys committed to your charge. 

I will therefore present a few fEurts, showing the extent of 
popular education in this city, and offer some suggestions for 
your consideration. 

The amount appropriated for the support of 

schools in this city during the year 1863, was -$1,450,000 
Amount expended and liabilities 1,605,835 

Leaving to be paid this year $155,835 

The whole number of pupils taught, during 1863, in the 
schools under the control of the Board of Education, and in 
the Corporate Schools that participate in the schools moneys, 
is as follows :

The value of property, real and personal, under the control 
of the Board and School Trustees, exceeds three millions five 
hundred thousand dollars. The real estate is worth more 
than two thirds of that amount, the title to which is vested 
in the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the City of 
New York, 

The estimate of the amount required to support the schools 
during 1864, made by the Board of Education in November 
last, pursuant to the requirements of sections 3, 14, 15, and 

16 of the School Law, was $1,787,000 

Excess of 1863 ^ 155,835 

Leaving an available balance for 1864, of $1,631,165 

The mere presentation of these facts will impress aU of you 
with a sense of the important trusts committed to your 
charge as guardians of the moral and intellectual welfare of 
two hundred thousand sons and daughters of your fellow- 
citizens, as legislators and as custodians of the school 
moneys. 

The system of education provided in this city is more 
liberal than that of any state or city in the Union, or any 
nation of Europe. Spacious buildings are provided, with 
every convenience for health and comfort. The teachers are 
liberally paid ; sufficiently so, at least, to secure the best of 
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talent, and the Course of Studies provided will qualify pupils 
to fill any position, creditably, to which they may be called 
in after life ; all of which is provided absolutely free of cost 
to both parents and pupils. If it fails to confer inestimable 
good, it will be owing to culpable negligence on the part of 
the School Officers, or indifference on the part of the» people 
in selecting them. 

The Free Academy is at present attracting considerable at- 
tention. Complaint is made, that the Course of Studies 
therein pursued, is not what it should be in a " People's 
College,'' that too much attention is given to the " Classics," 
and too little to the " Practical Sciences," — that the Course 
of Studies is so arranged as to compel the students to take 
the full course of four or five years, to receive any permanent 
benefit, and even then he is only fitted for professional pur- 
suits. Others insist that the Course of Studies is right in all 
essential particulars. It might be well to refer to the report 
of the Committee of the Board of Education presented in 
1847, which had a controlling influence in establishing the Free 
Academy ; which says, amongst otJier things^ " that the pro- 
posed Institution, which, while it shall be in no way inferior 
to any of our Colleges, in the character, amount, or value of 
the information given the pupils, the Course of Studies to 
be pursued will have more especial reference to the active 
duties of operative life, rather than those more particularly 
regarded as necessary for the pulpit, bar, or the medical pro- 
fession. Another important feature in the proposed plan is, 
that the laboring class of our fellow-citizens may have the 
opportunity of giving to their children an education that will 
more effectually fit them for the various departments of labor 
and toil, by which they wiU earn their bread ; such an insti- 
tution where Chemistry, Mechanics, Architecture, Navigation, 
Physical as well as Moral or Mental Science, are thoroughly 
jftnd practically taught." 

It may be proper to add in this connection, that the Exe- 
cutive Coffiwttee on the Free Academy of 1863, adopted the 
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following resolution at a meeting of the said Committee^ held 
on the 14th day of Deoember last : 

" Besolved, That the Facnlty of the Free Academy be re- 
quested to give their written opinions, individually, to the 
Committee, oh or before the second Monday in January next^ 
in reference to the changes necessary in the Course of Studies 
pursued in the Free Academy, in order that the practical 
scientific bi^anches may receive the attention they demand/' 

Should the measure thus inaugurated by the Committee 
secure the end evidently contemplated, the result must be 
such as to render the institution more in accordance with its 
original design, as indicated in the extract quoted from this 
report of Committee of the Board, in 1847. 

There are now in operation in this city forty-eight Evening 
Schools, twenty-three for males and twenty-three for females, 
and two Colored Schools, in which eighteen thousand five 
hundred and two pupils are receiving the benefits of educa- 
tion. 

The law requires the Board of Education to conduct and 
manage these schools, and up to the year 1861, they were 
under the direction of an Executive Committee of this Board. 
In 1860, By-Laws were adopted, substantially putting all 
the Evening Schools under the control of the School Trus- 
tees in the Wards in which they were situated. It has been 
intimated that, in some Wards, the schools are negligently 
managed, and that more teachers are employed than 
necessary. The law fixes the sole responsibility of con- 
ducting the Evening Schools on the Board of Education. 
The Trustees have only such power as is delegated to them 
by this Board, which they may assume or not at their 
pleasure. I would suggest that the subject be carefully 
examined, and if more stringent regulations are required to 
secure economy and the objects for which Evening Schools 
are maintained, that the By-Laws governing them be amended 
accordingly. 

The number of buildings occupied for school purposes is 
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! hnadied and teo^ of wluch tweotj-dx are leased prem- 
The demand for school aooommodatioiia was very great 
doruig the year 1863^ forwhidi the Board of Education have 
libendly provided. The nnmher of School Buildings now in 
comae of exectiony and sites purchased upon which to erect 
oAen^ is greater than in any year since the organization of 
tlie Board. They are as follows : 

Buildings erecting for Grammar Schools in the Fourth, 
Eig^ttli, Sinth, and Nineteenth Wards, and for a Primary 
fSAool in the Seventh Ward, and sites for Grammar Schools 
bt the Tenth, Sixteenth, and Eighteenth Wards, and for a 
Ynmarj School in the Seventeenth Ward. 

The heating apparatus ia the School Buildings cost over 
ome hundred and thirty thousand dollars. Complaints have 
lieen made that some of them have failed to heat the build- 
11101 sufficiently. In many instances it has been demonstrated 
flMit the apparatus were worthless, but it has also been shown 
UuA a great number of the janitors are incompetent to take 
diaige of them. The result is serious injury to the health 
I comfcirt of teachers and scholars, and ea^pense caused by 
of apparatus. I think some regulation should be 
adapted by which the service of competent janitors may be 
ieeured, wherever required. 

It has been estimated, that from thirty-five thousand to 
ftrfj thousand children 'do not attend school Our school 
ayvtem was designed to furnish a compion school education 
t0 the children of all classes and conditions, and to none more 
ttan to the children of the poor. 

If the estimate is correct, I think it eminently proper for 
Hm Board to ascertain the reason why this is so, and to con- 
aider the propriety of making an effort to save them, and save 
die community from the terrible consequences of a maturity, 
fMched through the paths of ignorance and vice. 

The amount for incidental expenses incurred by the local 
boards, exhibits, in many instances, a want of proper care on 
iMi part. On examination of the school law, I find that 
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this Board has a coDtroIliiag power in regulating moBt of the 
expenditures made by the Icoal boards. If the By-Laws are 
not suflSicient to insure economy, some regulations should be 
adopted to remedy the evil. 

Holland^ amidst a hundred years of war, built up institu- 
tions of learning, that to this day are living monuments of the 
intelligence of her people ; and New York, true to the exam- 
ple set by her founders, deals out wealth to us with a lavish 
hand, bidding us see that the blessed light of education is 
shed upon the poor and upon the rich. Let it be the duty 
of each one of us, to see that this sacred trust is most ^e^- 
giously guarded. 

The welfare of our schools, gentlemen, is in your hands for 
the present year. I trust it will be one creditable alike to 
you, and to our system of public education. 4

The Committee on Normal Schools respectfully report : 

That they have had under consideration the subject of re- 
organizing the Saturday Normal Schools for Females, for the 
benefit of such teachers as may wish to avail themselves of 
its advantages. They have been led to this action from the 
redtiest of many female teachers, who have expressed the 
desire to your Committee to advance themselves in thdr

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stndieBy and also to receive the benefit of such instruction as 
win the better qualify them for the high and responsible 
duties of teaching. They desire the aid of instruction that 
shall be practical in its character — instruction that, while it 
gives them the requisite literary qualifications, will also li- 
able them to impart instruction to their classes with facility, 
and advance the scholars committed to their care more rapidly 
in all that pertains to a good English education. 

In the plan which your Committee propose to recommend 
for re-establishing the S.'iturday Female In ormal School, they 
do not propose, nor do they desire, to make the attendance 
therein obligatory en the part of any teacher. They believe 
that a number sufficiently large can and will be found 
anxious to avail themselves of the advantages of the School, 
tD warrant the Board of Education in commencing and sus- 
taining it. 

The plan which your Committee would recommend to the 
Board, to be adopted in reorganizing said school, is as 
follows : 

Authorize the Committee on Normal Schools to employ a 
person or persons to register the names of, classify and in- 
struct, such teachers as shall present themselves voluntarily 
for instruction within a given time after the school is opened 
— say within three months. Should the attendance be not 
less than one hundred at the end of that period, the enter- 
prise to continue, and the pei-sons appointed as teachers not 
to be longer continued unless their appointment is confirmed 
by the Board of Education. 

Tb enable all who desire to avail themselves of the benefit 
of the school, circulars to be sent to all the schools under the 
jurisdiction of the Board, informing the teachers therein of 
the opening of the school, and the principles on which it will 
be conducted. 

The Hciiool to be held in the Hall of the Board of Educa* 
tiun, in such of the rooms as are available for the purpose ; 
and if, after an experiment of three months, the number in 
attendance does not reach one hundred, then the enterprise 
W )m) abandoned. 

T\ui Board will perceive that the plan proposed by the 
C,giumiUtid is of an experimental character, but the Commit- 
im have) ^oat confidence in the success of the measure. In- 
4m4 frwt the numerous requests from teachers to have the 
ikIm><>1 fM^njanised, your Committee think that its success can 
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The amount of money required to conduct the school can- 
not be large. Your Conmiittee think that two thousand 
dollars ($2,000) wUl not only pay all the expenses of testing 
its success, but also go far toward continuing it after its suc- 
cess is established. 

Should the Board authorize the Committee to try the ex-^ 
periment of opening the school in the manner indicated, they 
will ask an appropriation of the sum hereinbefore-named, for 
that purpose. 

The subject, in the mind of the Committee, is of so much 
importance, and its success would be attended with such 
beneficial results to our schools by the superior qualifications 
of the teachers thus instructed, that your Committee could 
not refrain from bringing it to the attention of the Board, 
and would respectfully ask the adoption of the plan herewith 
presented. They therefore recommend the adoption of the 
following resolutions :

O^he Peqpk of the State of Ne/id York^ represented in Senate 

and Assembly y do enact asfoUows : ' 

Section 1. The cily of New York is hereby divided iato 
seven School Districts^ as follows : 

First District— First, Second, Third, Fourth) Fifth, Sixth, 
and Eighth Wards. 

Second District — Seventh, Tenth, Thirteenth, and Four- 
teenth Wards. 

Third District — ^Ninth and Sixteenth Wards. 
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Fourth District — ^Eleventh and Seventeenth Wards. 

Fifth District— Fifteenth and Eighteenth Wards. 

Sixth District — Twentieth and Twenty-first Wards. 

Seventh District — Twelfth, Nineteenth, and Twenty-s( 
ond Wards. . ' - 

§ 2. At every charter election in the said city, there sh 
be elected in each School District one Commissioner of Ooi 
mon Schools, who shall take office on the first day of Janua 
next after his election, and hold office for the term of tb 
years ; and there shall als^ be eleeted in each Ward one Tn 
tee of Common Schook, who diall take office oh the first id 
of January next after his electioin, aajid hold office for the tei 
of five years ; and no School Officer shall hereafter be eleot 
or appointed in the said city except as provided by this a< 
and no person shall at the same time hold more than o 
school office. 

§ 3. On the second Wednesday in January, one thonsa: 
eight hundred and sixty-rsix, the Mayor of the city shall noi 
inate to the Board of Education one person for each Schc 
District as a Commissioner of Common Schools, and the sa 
Board shall appoint or reject each of the persons so nominate 
If any of them shall be rejected,' the Mayor shall make a n( 
nomination, and shall continue to nominate until seven sb 
be appointed by the Board. The persons so appointed sh 
hold office until the first day of January, one thousand eig] 
hundred and sixiy-seven. 

§ 4. On the third Wednesday in November in every yea 
the Mayor of the city shall nominate to the Board of Bduc 
tion one person for each School District as an Inspector 
Conmion Schools in the District, for the term of three yeai 
from and after the first day of January then next. T. 
Board of Education sbaU, on the first Wednesday in Deoei 
ber, vote by yeas and nays upon the appointment of each 
the persons nominated ; and every person who shall recei 
the affirmative votes of a majority of the whole Board, sh 
be appointed. If any of the persons sp. nonainated shall f 
to receive the votes of a majority of the whole Board, t 
Mayor shall make^ a new noiuination, and ishall continue 
nominate until an appointment shall be made for ea 
District, in the manner and for the term prescribed in tl 
section. 

§ 6. If, on the second Wednesday in January next, the 
shall be in any School District more than two Inspectors 
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Common Schools in office by popular election, the Board of 
Education shall select two of them, and such of the said In- 
spectors as are not selected shall immediately cease to hold 
office. After such reduction in the number of Inspectors has 
been made, the Board of Education shall select by lot one of 
the two Inspectors in each District, in office by popular elec- 
tion, and the Inspector selected shall be an Inspector for the 
District, and shall hold office until the expiration of the term! 
for which he was elected, and the Inspector not selected shall 
cease to hold office unless the Board of Education shall ap- 
point him an Inspector for the District, in which case he shall 
hold office until tne thirty-first day of December, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty^six. 

§ 6. Vacancies in school offices shall be filled as foUowp : 
If there shall be less than three Commissioners or three In- 
spectors in any District, every vacancy shall be filled in the 
case of a Commissioner until the same can be filled at a char- 
ter election ; and in the case of an Inspector for the unex- 
pired portion of the term in which the vacancy exists, in the 
manner provided by this act for the appointment of Inspect- 
ors ; and if there shall be less than five Trustees in any Ward, 
every vacancy shall be filled by the Mayor and a majority of 
the Inspectors for the District in which the Ward is included, 
until the same can be filled at a charter election. Every 
vacancy in the office of a Commissioner or Trustee, occurring 
more than ten days previous to any charter election, shall be 
filled at the next charter election for the unexpired portion of 
the term in which the vacancy exists. 

§ 7. The elections held by virtue of this act, shall be sub- 
ject to the same laws and regulations in all respects, so far as 
the same may be applicable, as those which govern the char- 
ter elections in said city ; but the ballots for School Officers 
shall be indorsed " School Officers, Number ,*' and deposit- 
ed in a separate box. Every person voted for to fill a vacancy 
in a school office shall be designated in the ballot by the 
word, " To fill a vacancy,^' written or printed immediately 
over his Dame ; or, if there be more than one vacancy to be 
fiUed, the person to be voted for shall respectively be desig- 
nated by the words " To fill vacancy of years." 

§ 8. Every School Officer shall, at tl^e time of his election or 
appointment, be a resident of the District or Ward for which 
he is elected or appointed, and every Trustee removing from 
the Ward for wnich he is elected or appointed, and every 
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School Officer removing from the city, shall thereby vacate his 
office. 

§ 9. The Board of Education flhall be judges of the elec- 
tion and qualification of its members. 

§ 10. Every person elected or appointed to a school office 
in said city shall, before ent^ng on the duties of his office, 
and within fifteen days after the commencement of the term 
for which he is elected, or firom the time of being notified of 
his appointment to fill a vacancy, take and subscribe, before 
the Clerk of the Board of Education, the oath of office pre- 
scribed by the constitution of this State ; and the school office 
to which any person who shall omit to take the said oath 
within the time and in the manner above prescribed, may 
have been elected or appointed, shall be vacant at and jfrom 
the expiration of the said fifteen days. 

§ 11. The first section of an act entitled, "An Act to 
amend, consolidate and reduce to one act, the various acts rel- 
ative to the Common Schools of tiie city of New York,'' _ 
July third, eighteen hundred and fifty-one, and so much of 
all other acts heretofore passed as is amendatory of the said 
section, are hereby repealed ; but this section sliall not affect 
the continuance in office of the present School Officers, nor 
their powers or duties. 

§ 12. The schools in the several Wards shall be classified 
as Grammar, Primary, and Evening Schools, and teachers for 
the said schools, shall be appointed as follows : Principals and 
Vice-Principals, by the Board of Education, upon the written 
nomination of a majority of the Trustees of the Ward, stating 
that the nomination was agreed to at a meeting of the Board 
of Trustees at which a majority of the whole number in office ^= 

was present. Other teachers, and also janitors, shall be ap- 

pointed by a majority of the Trustees for the Ward at a meet- 
ing of the Board of Trustees. Any teacher may be removed 
by the Board of Education upon the recommendation of the 
City Superintendent, or of a majorityof the Trustees for the 
Ward, or of a majority of the Inspectors for the District The 
Board of Trustees for the Ward, by the vote of a majority or 
the whole number of Trustees in office, may also remove teach- 
ers employed therein other than Principals and Vice-Principals, 
and may also remove janitors, provided the removal is ap- 
proved in writing by a majority of the Inspectors for the Dis- 
trict ; and provided further, that any teacher so removed 
shall have a right to appeal to the Board of Education, under 
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such rules as it may prescribe, and the said Boatd shall have 
power after hearing the answer of the Trustees, to reinstate 
the teacher. 

§ 13. Subdivision three of section two of the act entitled, 
" An Act to amend, consolidate, and reduce to one act, the 
various acts relative to the Common Schools of the city of New 
York," passed July third, eighteen hundred and fifty-one, as 
subsequently amended, is hereby amended so as to read as 
foUows : 

3. To remove from oflSce any School Officer who shall have 
been directly or indirectly interested in the furnishing of any 
supplies or materials, or in the doing of any work or labor, or 
in the sale or leasing of any real estate, or in any proposal, 
agreement, or contract for any of these purposes, in any case 
in which the price or consideration is to be paid, in whole or 
in part, or directly ot indirectly out of any school moneys : or 
who shall have received, from any source whatevei', any com- 
mission or other compensation in connection with any of the 
matters aforesaid ; and any School Officer who shall violate 
the preceding provisions of this section, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof, shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, and 
imprisontnent in the city prison not exceedinpr one year, and 
shall also be ineligible to any school office. The Board shall 
also have power to remove from office any School Officer who 
shall have been guilty of immoral or difi^aceful conduct in 
any matter connected with his official duties, or which tends 
to discredit his office or the school system. If one or more 
School Officers or tax-payers of the city of New York shall 
present a written charge to the Board of Education, accusing 
any School Officer of a violation of, or a liability to, any of the 
provisions of this section, it shall be the duty of the said Board 
to cause the same to be fully investigated. AU testimony ta- 
ken upon any such investigation shall be under oath ; and the 
Court of Common Pleas shall have powers upon the applica- 
tion of the Board of Education, to compel any witness who 
may have been duly summoned, to appear and testify before 
the said Board or any committee thereof. 

§ 14. The ninth section of the act entitled, " An act to 
amend, consolidate, and reduce to one act, the various acts 
relative to the Common Schools of the city of New York,'' 
passed July third, eighteen hundred and fifty-one, is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : 
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§ 9. It shall be the duty of the Inspectors of Oommon 
Schools, or a majority of them, in theu* respective districts, 
to examine in respect to every expense certified as correct by 
a majority of the Trostees of any Ward in the District, and to 
audit every such expense which may be just and reasonable ; 
and no expense shall be paid unless audited in this manner. 
They shall also examine, at least once in every quarter, all 
the schools in the District, in respect to the punctual and 
rejiijulnr attendance of the pupils and teachers, the number, 
fidelity and competency of the teachers, the studies, progress, 
order, and discipline of the pupils, the cleanliness, safety, warm- 
ing, ventilation, and conuort of the school premises ; and 
whether or not the provisions of the school laws, in respect to 
the teaching of sectarian doctrines, or the use of sectarian 
books, have been violated, and call the attention of the Trus- 
t(;os, without delay, to every matter requiring immediate ac- 
tion. They shall also, on or before the thirty-first day of De- 
(loinber, in each year, make a written report to the Board of 
Education and to the Board of Trustees, in respect to the con- 
dition, efficiency, and wants of the District in respect to schools 
and school premises. . 

§ 15. Until the first day of J anuary next, the Inspectors of 
(yommon Schools shall have the powers and duties now con- 
furnid upon them by law, except tnat the signature of one in- 
H\uictc)Y shall be sufficient to audit any bill oi^laim. 

§ 16. Subdivision two of section eleven, of the act entitled, 
*^ An Act to amend, consolidate, and reduce to one act, the 
various acts relative to the Common Schools of the city of 
Saw York/' passed July third, eighteen hundred and fifty- 
onr; as subsequently amended, is hereby amended so as to read 
tM lollowH : 

2, Under such general rules and regulations as the Board 
of Kductttion may establish, to examine into the qualifications 
of jpi'.rmm proposed as teachers in any of the schools under 
t}i^? <\tiiT{^ii of the Board. Such examination shall be con- 
^itutUA by the City Superintendent of Schools, or such one of 
inn mnkitintH as he may designate, in the presence of at least 
%'^o irm[^v;tors of Common Schools, who diall be designated 
f/r i\tH ]$nr\)om by the By-Laws of the Board of Education. 
l/if'/^h*/T% iihall be granted to those persons found upon such 
^a^urv»A\\ou to be entitled thereto, which shall be in the 
ionu f/f' vrribod by the said By-Laws, shall be signed by the 
<yyy n if/'^ririt/mdent, and by at least two Inspectors des- 
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ignated for the purpose," who shall certify that they were 
j)resent at the examination, and concur in granting the 
license. The license of any teacher may be revoked for any 
cause aflFecting the morality or competency of the teacher, by 
the written certificate of the City Superintendent, and the 
imtten concurrence of two of the Iiispectors for the District in 
which the teacher is employed,; but no such action shall be 
taken until at least ten days' previous notice has been allowed ; 
nor shall it take effect until such certificate of revocation has 
been filed in the office of the Clerk of the Board of Education, 
and a copy served upon the teacher. It shall be the duty of 
the City Superintendent to re-examine any teacher upon the 
written request of any two inspectors of the District, or three 
Trustees of the Ward, in which the teacher is employed. Any

to read as follows : 

2. Under such general rules and regulations, and subject 
such limitations, as the Board of Education may, prescribe : 
conduct and manage the said schools ; to furnish all needf 
supplies therefor, and to make all needful repairs, alteratio: 
and additions in and to the school premises. 

§ 20. The Commissioners, Inspectors, and Trustees, elec 
ed or appointed in pursuance of the provisions of this Ac 
shall respectively possess and exercise the powers and dull 
which the Commissioners, Inspectors, and Trustees of Con 
mon Schools now lawfully possess and exercise, except as 
herein otherwise provided. 

§ 21. This act shall take effect immediately.

REPORT FROM A SPECIAL OOMHITTEE. , . 

Mr. Miller presented the following report i5rom the Special 
Committee appointed to investigate certain charges against 
several Trustees of the Fourth Ward : 

To the Board of Education : 

The Special Committee, to whom was referred the follow- 
ing preamble and resolution, adopted i^t a stated session of 
the Board, May 18, 1864— 
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WhereaSy Complaints having been made to the officers of" 
the Board of Education and to Commissioners, that improper 
means have been resorted to on the part of some of the Trus- 
tees of the Fourth Ward, or persons acting as their agents, to 
obtain money from teachers and otliers in the employ of thet 
Board of Trustees of said Ward : therefore be it 

Resolved, That a Special Committee be appointed to exam- 
ine into the facts and circumstances of the case, and that they 
report thedr conclugions to this Boaid ; said Committee t<^ 
consist of the Chairman of the Committee on By-Laws, Fi^ 
nance, Course of Studies and School Books, Elections and 
Qnali^cations, and Supplies, respectively, 
■ ^Bef^ctfoDy report : 

'T!bJBd they immediately organized and elected Commission-' 
er Jaiceb L. Millsb, Chairman, and authorized said Chair- 
man to summon all persons to appear before the Committee^ 
whose testimony was required to make a thorough investi* 
gHtion of the complaint referred to in the preamble and reso- 
lution aforesaid. The Clerk was.also directed to notify all 
tn/e School Officers of the Fourth Ward of the timfp at wnick 
irich investigation would be conducted. 

The Committee held its first meeting on the 20th day of 
Hay, and held several meetings thereafter. Every memlNdtor 
the Committee was present, and they were attended by th© 
School Officers of the Fourth Ward, a majority of whom, anii 
Mr. John White, Principal of Ward School No. 26, were rep- 
resented by counsel. ' 

The Committee thereupon designated Mr. Thomas Boes6, 
Clerk of the Board, to conduct the examination. Thirty- 
four witnesses were examined under oath, their testimony was 
rArefuUy taken down by a stenographic reporter, and is here- 
to annexeif, and forms part of this report. 

Your Cgmmittee, when they entered on the discharge of theif 
onerous duties, did not place much dependence on the preva- 
lent rumors of gross dereliction of duty on the part of most of* 
tb^ School Officers of the Fourth Ward, and were confident: 
ihiit the investigation would prove them to be untrue or ctoss— 
ly exaggerated. But the Committee were grievously aisap- 
Ifo'mU'A, The testimony shows that early in the present year 
a \ftfAU*A:i system was inaugurated by a majority of the Tms- 
U^rs of tlie Ward, to extort money from School Teachers and 
6tSmr^ in their employ. It appears that Jeremiah Murphy, 
Daniel Healy, Jeremiah Oonghlin, James White, John H. 
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Liester, Trustees, and Felix Mun)hy, Scluol Commissioner, 
constituting a majority, of the Board of Trnstces, formed 
themselves into a "ring/' to manage the school affairs of the 
Ward. They elected tferemiah Murphy, Chairman, Jeremiah 
Goughlin, Secretary, and appointed John White, Principal of 
Grammar School No. 26, as Clerk. 

It appears that a pew School-House is in course of erection 
in Vandewater street, in said Ward, to take the place of 
Grammar Schools Nos. 1 and 26, which will necessitate the 
discharge of some teachers, or place them in a lower position. 
The teachers all wanted to be appointed to the new school, 
and, as all could not be, the "ring** seems to have been 
formed for the purpose of giving the positions sought for to 
the highest bidders. Their clerk was selected as their 
^'agent," to whom teachers were expected to apply to ascer- 
tain up(»n what terms they could get an appointment. The 
<»vidence shows that the "agent'' performed his duty with 
alacrity and with a heartlessness worthy of his employeis. It 
appears that ho not only summoned the teachers to come t6 
hun, but that he called on their parents and friends as to the 
amount they should pay for their appointments — the sums 
varying from fifty to six hundred dollars, ($50 to $600), ac- 
cording to the position sought. When it was stated that the 
amount could not be paid at once, on account of the poverty 
of the teacher, the '^agent" agreed to take it in instalments. 
When they declined to pay, information was given that no 
teachers would be appointed unless they paid for it, and 
when asked by a teacner who hesitated to pay the ainotiiit 
fixed by the "agent," if he had any objection to his (the 
teacher) going to the Trustees, he stated that he had noxie,' 
and that the teacher did see the Trustees, and came back to 
the "agent" and paid a portion of the amount fixed. 

It appears from the testimony, that the agent was perfect- 
ly famihar with the amount of "school tax" to be levied by 
the "rin^," whether it was on a male teacher or female 
teacher, Principal or subordinate. His knowledge and power 
in the premises appear to have been complete and final. It 
also appears in the testimony, that teachers, both male and 
female, went to see members of the "ring ;" that the "ring" 
entertained " propositions" from them, in some instances rec- 
ommended the payment of the amount demanded by their 
" agent," and, in others, designated an associate Trustee, who 
had the " say" on the subject^ with an admonition to pa7 th^' 
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amount he nii«;;lit uauie. On an application made to one of. 
the '■ ring,*' he, after listening to the pleading, and witnessing' 
the tears of a female teacher, charitably stated that he would 
return her his share'of the " tax." While the Chairman of 
the Board of Trustees was willing '^ to go for what his associ- 
ates of the ' rinj<' apjreed to," for np})oiuting a favorite of his 
to a liigh position, wlien charged with appointing teachers for 
money, he excused it by saying that ^' it had been done before/' 

It appears that the teachers throughout the Ward, and a 
great number of the citizens, were aware of the fact that po- 
^titions had to In? paid for, Rn<l that this *'ring" was to re- 
ceive the money through thtir *^ agent;" that the School 
()£Scers of the Ward in no way endeavored to remove the im- 
pression on the part of teachers and citizens, of improper con- 
duct on their pare, or to have the subject investigated, with 
the single exception of School Commissioner Arthur O'Don- 
nell, Against whom the bitterest feeling is exhibited by the 
'* ring." It also appears that William P. Kirk and Charles 
Kelly, two Tmstees of the Ward, did accept money Yrom 
M;hool teachers for appointments ; that Thomas Gibbons, 
KHtnttnl TlyaU; John Halpin, and John H. Knaebel, teachers 
in mu\ Ward, liav«' given money to the Trustees or their 
*' «igi:nt," for their appointments us teachers, and in other re- 
nix:ctH act«'d in a manner discreditably to them as teachers, 
^tf luiidi hO as to render ihem unfit to occupy their positions. 

The testimony is very voluminous, exceeding three hundred 
folios, and was given, with few exceptions, by very unwilling 
wiUif:Hhtn. The Committ^, in coming to their decision, were 
Mlufied that some of the witnesses prevaricated greatly, and, 
in fiioK; than one instance, testified falsely. 

Till: (Joriiriiittee, in conclusion, are constrained to say that 
tJji; TriiHt«r<-H ol th<? Fourth Ward, with the exception of Com- 
ihiHnioh*'S Arthur O'Donnell and Trustee F.Joseph Klein, 
tiiiv<9 hKU'Al In a manner that brings lasting injury and dis- 
ifjii4'M tfit ifHi HrMiHjl system and our city, and particularly on 
iUh «:lUx4'Mn of the Fouith Ward, whose children are suffering 
tliroiiffti tli<T gross mismanagement of these conupt public; ser- 
v^uin, wUo have violated their oath of office and the common 
fin'lirif/H •// humanity. Slight atonement may be made for the 
Mijiljy doji': by th»se had men, to the educational and moral 
witlfiiM; f'l ^I'e childn-ri of our city, by this Board removing 
Ihttiii ftfiiUwiih from their positions, and the District Attor- 
iipy iif^t\n liiiy liiicijdily bringing the matter before the Grand 
Jnryi fuf Untir action.

President of the Board of Education : 

Sir : In a communication, I had the honor of addressing 
to the Board of Education several months since, tendering to 
that body the disposal of a nomination for midshipman in 
tlie U. S. Navy, which devolved upon me as a representa- 
tive in Congl-ess, I took occasion to say, that whenever called 
Upon to name a cadet for my district, to be educated at the 
IMilitary Academy at West Point, it would be my pleasure, 
in like manner, to call upon your Board to make the selection 
from the pupils of the Public Schools of that locality. But 
. during the recess of your Board, and vety unexpectedly, I 
^was required by the War Department to make a nomination in 
season for the appointee to enter the Academy on the 1st 
inst., and before the meeting of your Board. This neces- 
earily compelled me to make the appointment without the 
formal action of the Board of Education. In order to fulfil 
my design of awarding the prize to the most meritorious 
Public School scholar of the district, I personally notified 
the principals of the several Grammar Schools of the district 
to send such of their pupils as might be disposed to compete 
for the appointment, to an examination, to be held at the 
Hall of your Board, on the 22d day of August. I then desig- 
nated the President of the Board of Education, the County 
Superintendent of Public Schools, together with a distin- 
guished citizen of each Ward in the Congressional District, 
Hon. Albert Cardozo, Hon. Samuel B. Garvin, and 
Daniel Devlin, Esq., to act as a Committee to examine 
' the competitors and designate which of them, on the score of 
education and general intelligence, was the best entitled to 
the appointment, Twenty^-two PubUc ^hool pupils "wero 
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exaimined bf this Oommittee, which finally, unanimously 
recommended Master Robert Fjlstgh£S of the Free Acad- 
emy, who has since received the appointment, and entered 
tiie Academy at West Point, on the first inst. 

This explanation has seemed necessary in view of my for- 
mer oommunioation, promising your Board the disposal of 
this appointment, and I trust it will prove satisfactory.

The Course of Instruction shall embrace the various 
branches included in the Supplementary Course prescribed by 
the Board for the Grammar Schools, the principles of teach- 
ing as a science, the proper methods of imparting instruction 
in the several branches required to be taught in the Primary 
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and Grammar Schools, and the principles and rules requisite 
for the discipline and general management of classes and 
schools. 

§ — . Such examinations of any of the classes or pupils, 
as may be required from time to time, shall be conducted by 
the Principal, under the supervision of the Committee, and 
with the aid of such of the teachers of the school as may be 
designated. 

§ — . In all cases where any pupil so examined shall de- 
sire to apply for a certificate of qualification of any grade 
from the City Superintendent, the results of such examina- 
tion, properly prepared, shall be filed by the Principal in the 
office of the City Superintendent, for his inspection and that 
of the Inspectors, whose duty it shall be, under the By-Laws 
of the Board, to concur in the granting of said certificate.
